Port of New-York to ex-Mayor Hugh J. Grant. Mr.
Grunt Himself gave lhe rumor Its death blow. When
asked by a Tribune reporter whut foundation there
wai forthc statement, tbe ex-Mayor mid

"President Cleveland has not offered me the office
of Collector of the Port, or any other place."

" Would you accept the Collcctorship If it should
be ottered you?" was asked.

"I would not accept the best political office which
Mr. Cleveland has In his gift," Mr. Grant answered.
** I am out of politics, and nothing would tempt SM
to take any office at prara**"

At Collector Hondrlcks's resignation ls In the hands
of the President, lt is expected that action HU be
taken by Mr. Cleveland and .¦***erota*_j'.Carlisle within
a few days looking to the 11j.poi11t111.-11t of a .successor.

Few people who
have not visited Europe have any Idea to what extent
(bis unpleasant custom If* carrbd there, lt cnitltu'es
a perpetual and never-ending drain upon the purse,
all the more unpleasant by reu-im of the fart that
the recipients of the Ups aie accustomed lo regard the
latter not -.o much as a gift n« a perquisite. Tnus,
In the English country house lhere is Ihe butler who,
as a rule, experts a Iivopound note If one happens
to have stayed there a few days. Tbe man servant
appointed to look after you. If you do not happen to

have brought n valet, experts st leu't a couple of
guineas, snd the rhiim'i'ermnld lntrnstd with the care

of your room expects at least a half sovereign. Then
there is the couchman who drives you from and to
lhe Minion, nnd one of Uv* grooms, if you happen to

do any riding during your >tny. If the visit happen*,
to take place during the shooting season, the head

gamekeeper expecis af Mast a len pound note, falling
which he lukes care Ihut you get placed at a spot
where you do not have a rlionce to Ure u single *hot.
Besides this, there is the deputy gamekeeper, who bas
churge of your guns, and attends lo thc duning
thereat From this lt will be seen that a visit' to
un English country-house ls cxn-cdlnglv costly, and
thal, when one spends the autumn la travelling from
one country-hou-c to thc other paying visits ti one's
friends the expe-nsc ls eve-n greater than that which
would be Incurred In either Moppin,- nt home or

living nt some flri-t rate hotel.
On Un* continent of Europe matters are still worse,
